CALIFOBRIA DBIYEBS. 


How They Go Down the Mountains. 


Sau Francisco Argus. 


The California ranchmen have a 


wonderful aptitude tor driving, and 
one sees some pretty good examples 
among the hills. The road down 
the mountain sides is entirely un- 
guarded on the outer edge, and the 
descent in most places is nrecipitous. 
A balky horse, or a fractured wheel, 
or a slight carelessness in handling 
the reins, might easily send a car- 
riage load of people to destruction— 
and ab awful destruction, too. 


The path is wide enough for one 


pair of wheels only, but at intervals 
it broadens, so that teams may pass 
each other. 


The huge lumber teams which 


carry wood from the mills in the 
mountains to the yards in the val- 
leys, are especially hard to managf. 
Yet the drivers always seem easy 
ard nonchalant. First there is a 
large fonr-wUeeled oaken truck with 
a seat in front ten feet above the 
ground; behind it is another truck, 
somewhat shorter, but still enor- 
mously stout. 
These are fastened 


together and loaded with from 10 to 
15 tons of freshly sawn lumber- 
boards and joiste. 


This mass is drawn by six or 


eight mules or horses, guided by 
reins and a prodigiously long whip. 
The first wagon has a powerful 
brake, worked by a long iron lever 
by the driver upon his seat. The 
driver is a man of nerve and cour- 
age. It will not do for him to take 
fright even if in imminent dsn- 
gor, and he must know to a hair's 
breadth where he can go and where 
he can not. 


But a beholder—ignorant of the 


danger that constantly surrounds 
him—would say that his work was 
simple, and that he managed mat- 
ters with ease. True it seems so. 
With his sinewy hands holding the 
reins with carelessness, his legs out- 
stretched, with one foot feeling the 
all-important brake, he jogs onward 
with his monster charge without 
trouble or concern; the bells upon 
the horses' breasta jingle a little 
tune; the great wheels crnsh the 
stones in the path, the load creaks 
like a ship's hull in a sudden gust; 
wild birds sweep down into hazy, 
sunny depths below; yet the driver 
seems to take no heed. 


But let a "scare" take place; let A 


herd of runaway oatUe appear at* 
bend and set the horses wild, and 
then see what will happen'. The 
day dreamer will become a giant of 
strength; he is up in a flash; he 
bhortens his hold upon the reins, 
and feeling his wagon startup be- 
neath him, places a foot of iron on 
the brake. The horses snort and 
ear and surge; the harnesses rattle, 
the dust arises, the load shrieks 
.'gain, and the huge wheels turn fa- 
mily faster and faster. An instant 
may hurl the wagon down into the 
valley with its struggling train— 
a mad rush to the other side of the 
way may end all in one horrible 
plunge. Muscle, eye, brain, skill, 
are then brought to work so splen- 
didly 
together that the peril is 


averted, and the looker-on, who 
knows not the lay of the land, re- 
gards the teamster with profound re- 
spect thereafter.

Securing the RlirM of W«j- 


The representatives of the Peoria, De- 


calur & Evansville Railway Company, 
General Manager G. R. Cobleigb, J. B. 
Cohrs and G. L. Bradbury, arrived in Dc- 
catur on yesterday, and met at the law 
office of the local Attorneys of the road, 
Roby, Outten & Vail;for the purpose of 
completing arrangements for the new 
route of the P., D. & E, road through De- 
catur. The new route, as published in 
these columns some weeks ago, com- 
mences a little south of Stevens Creek 
bridge, running almost directly east, con- 
necting with the Illinois Central road sev- 
eral blocks north of the Union depot. By 
this arrangement the P., D. & E. Com- 
pany will experience no annoying delays 
now occasioned by the use of the Wabash 
road, and the trains will be enabled to 
make better time and connections. At 
the meeting yesterday the officers named 
effected amicable arrangements with prop- 
erty owners along the route, with the ex- 
ception of Hon. Samuel Shelley and an- 
other gentleman, who it seems cannot fix 
the extent of Ihelr damages. The P., D. 
& E. Company have decided on the new 
route, and as soon aa possible will pro- 
ceed to make the grade and put down the 
track. We understand that the shops of 
the company have not yet been perma- 
nently located, and as., Decatur is some- 
where near the middle of the line, it is 
possible that we may secure the shops if 
the proper steps are taken.
